and abbreviated state names. 


The new design is intended for all 


except fourth class offices. 
The pro­ 
posal to make this change in the de­ 
sign of the stamps is the result of an 
investigation of the subject by a spe­ 
cial committee appointed 
by Post­ 
master General Cortelyou. 
The com­ 
mittee decided that there were many 
advantages to be achieved by printing 
the names of the postoffices on the 
stamps and thus localizing them, the 
principal object being for the pur­ 
pose of identification. 
It is believed 
that the system of accounting in the 
stamp division can be greatly simpli­ 
fied by 
specially 
designating 
tile 
stamps issued for the larger postof- 
fiices. 
In the supply division of the 
postoffice much difficulty is experienc­ 
ed under the present system. 
The proposition to change the de­ 
sign by printing the names of the 
postoffices 011 the stamps is more ex­ 
pensive than for printing under the 
present style, and the postoffice de­ 
partment is taking this in considera­ 
tion before making an award.

power was such that it was seriously 
stated that he would overturn the 
monarchy and found

government, with himself

Of late years lie has some­ 
what declined in prominence, though 
his 
aiiti-Semetic 
propensities 
have 
shown no abatement. 
Lueger perhaps does not dislike the 
Jews any more than he does tlie Aus­ 
trians. ami hi* violent 
anti-Scmetic 
policy probably was a mere pretense 
to catch the votes of the people. 
Ile 
tried all sorts of experiments before 
he became a success in politics. 
As 
a student lie fought vigorously for the 
Roman Catholic clerics and got him­ 
self disliked tor it.

turned against them, and talked free­ 
dom, anti-capitalism and socialism to 


the people.

“Down with the Jews,” not because 
of their religion, but because of their 
financial supremacy. 
'I bis policy, he 
found, immensely pleased the people. 
the rich Austrians, and even his old 
friends the clergy. Lueger mixed with 
the poor, preached anti-Semitism to 
them, and won their hearts, and was 
secretly sympathized 
with 
by 
the 
wealthy but narrow-minded commer­ 
cial classes, who disliked to openly 
avow their antipathy to the 
Jews. 
As a result of the popularity and sup­ 
port he thus gained. Dr. Lueger has 
managed to retain the burgomaster­ 
ship rear after year.
